SAIGON (CP) Advance elements of a big 
U.S. relief force drove through light North Viet- 
namese artillery and mortar fire today to within a 
half mile of the beseiged’ marine combat base at 
Khe Sanh. 

With resistance continuing light, Soviet’ in- 
formants in London said the North Vietnamese 
were lifting the long seige of Khe Sanh as evidence 
of good intentions in preliminary peace talks. 
However, about 80 rounds of artillery and 
mortar fire hit Khe Sanh and marines striking out | 
from the base were reported engaging with the 
Nerth Vietnamese in the hills to the west. 

A. U.S. spokesman said he expected some of | 
the relief force to link-up with the marines inside — | 
Khe Sanh by nightfall,for the first break in the 
siege of the fortress, now in its 11th week.

It is-difficultto. see 
how Mr. Johnson could trade any- 
thing less than a commitment by 
North Vietnam to. stop all-infiltra- 
tion of troops and supplies into. the 
South in return’ for the bombing 
halt. In some respects this would be 
a return to the San Antonio formula 
which Hanoi has refused to accept, 
but ‘with the important distinction 
thatthe United States will have 
taken. the ‘initiative and put the 
pressure of world opinion on Hanoi 
to reciprocate. The North Viet- 
namese must also be aware that if 
they do not make a positive response 
within a reasonable time political 
realities in the United States will 
almost surely demand a frightening 
retribution.

tion that the Soviet Union would be 
pleased to see and would help to 
negotiate a settlement which both 
the United States and North Vietnam 
Could accept. with honor. it is just 
as reasonable to suppose that this 
would not please Peking since’ it 
would. strike ,at the roots of the 
Red Chinese policy—of supporting 
“wars of national liberation” and 
would appear to give points to the 
Soviet Union in the ideological 
quarrel] which has split the two lead- 
ing Communist nations. 

. The Viet Cong end” Saigon are 
factors in this struggle which will be 
very difficult to reconcile and yet 
there obviously can be no settlement 
in which they don’t concur. It would 
be a mistake to assume that the Na- 
tional Liberation Front, of which the 
Viet Cong are the military arm, will’ 
simply cease to exist on orders from 
Hanoi, or that North Vietnam would 
abandon them to systematic destrué- 
tion by Southern forces. And it would 
be unrealistic to expect- the present 
regime in Saigon to accept the NLF 
in a coalition government. Both these 
forces will have to be neutralized in 
some way if there is to be-peace in 
Vietnam. 

It has often been pointed out that 
peace talks in Korea dragged on for 
two years after a cease-fire was 
arranged and that intermittent con- 
flict is still going on. And yet, in 
many respects, settlement of the 
Vietnam war would appear to be 
even more difficult to arrange-since 
its roots are deeply embedded in the 
South. While the outlook is more 
hopeful today than it has been for 
years, it is too optimistic to assume 
that peace is just around the corner 
in Vietnam.

OES. FINANCE MINISTER 
~ Sharp’s firm endorsement of

A 
reasonable assessment would be that 
neither is a foregone conclusion, that 
while Mr. Sharp’s championing of 
Mr. Trudeau should be of great help 
to the latter it won’t by itself assure 
him first place. 

Mr. Sharp’s own hold on voting 
delegates is judged to have been very 
slim, almost marginal, prior to his 
withdrawal from the contest, so that 
what he-has to pass onto Mr. 
Trudeau are his: reputation for 
honésty, integrity and prudence, 
rather than a large bloc of support- 
ers who will follow his lead. Mr. 
Trudeau’s ‘chance of success is still 
mainly-going._torest_on—his "own 


efforts to convince the delegates that 
he is the leader for whom the party, 
and the country, is looking. 


Unless all the political experts 
are wrong there are many delegates 
who arrived in Ottawa either uncom- 
mitted or less than firmly committed 
to any single| candidate. More than 
at any previous Liberal leadership 
convention, they came to look, to 
listen and be convinced. The plat- 
form speeches of the candidates to- 
morrow night are therefore of car- 
dinal importance. No doubt there 
will be attempts to make “‘deals” but 
the willingness of delegates to vote 
as they are told by bloc managers 
is very much in. question. If Mr. 
Trudeau handles himself well on the 
platform His chances of winning ap- 
pear to be good. But the -possibil- 
ity of further surprises, possible 
withdrawals and switches of sup- 
port, cannot be discounted nor can 
their ,effect_on.the final outcome.

E Liberal leadership candidates 
campaigned through Quebec echo- 

ing the words of one of her most famous 
sons — not Wilfrid Laurier, not Louis 
| M Laurent, but

Maurice Duplessis — 
“Quebec Is fot a 
province like the 
others.’”’ They said it 
thoughtfully, as if 
they knew what it 
meant. But as the 
campaign ended the 
truth of the old 
chief's slogan was 
more than ever open 
to doubt. 

The shape of the campaign and the 
shape Quebec voters are expected to 
take on the first ballot Saturday show 
more similarities than _ differences 
between Quebec and the other provinces. 


The latest surveys suggest that, once 
the undecided delegates have been heard 
from, Pierre Trudeau should be nearing 
300 Quebec votes, Paul Martin’ should 
have- about one half as much strength as 
Mr, Trudeau and Paul Hellyer about half 
as much as Mr. Martin. Robert Winters 
and John Turner are behind Mr. Hellyer, 


and then Erie Kierans.

Anxious to Back Winner 


The desire to back a winner appears 
to account more than any constitutional 
debate for the shifts of support as the 
campaign neared its end. Paul Martin's 
chief gains in Quebec were made during 
the period in which his chances of 
winning looked best. When surveys began 
giving Mr. Trudeau the lead in the 
country as a whole his support in Quebec 
surged ahead again. And Mr. Hellyer 
picked up strength as it began to appear 
increasingly possible that he, rather than 
Mr. Martin, would be Mr. Trudeau's 
Strongest rival. 

No more than any other province is 
Quebec going in a bloc for one candidate. 
The Trudeau backing is strong — strong 
enough to prove that his constitutional 
views arouse no unanimous resistarice 
among Quebec’s population — but it has 
been built up, delegate by delegate; In 
most ridings support is divided. 

And if the constitutional issue has had 
heavy discussion on the editorial pages 
— Some for and others against -Mr. 


delegate’s.meetings to the conflicts and 
rivalries among groups within the party 
organization. 

Some of the delegates—who support 
Mr. Trudeau do not wholly share his 
constitutional views. And some who do 
share his. views are supporting other 
candidates. ; 


Government Policy 


Rival candidates have been cramped 
in attacking Mr. Trudeau’s constitutional 
policy -because it has also been the 
government's policy. But to ‘the three 
who have gone far enough in_ this 
direction to draw comment from Quebec 
editorial writers, only Mr. Martin has 
really significant support in Quebec. And 
his strength is drawn mainly from areas 
where the strength of the local Union 
Nationale machine, rather than any 
constitutional abstraction, : 


is .the chief 
concern. of Liberal party workers. 

Mr. Trudeau himself has been 
appiauded, even on such occasions as a 
dinner meeting of a suburban Saint-Jean 
Baptiste Society, for saying that the 
Standard of living of the people is much 
more important than constitutional 
questions. @ « 


Frictions produced. by recent and 
rapid . change in the - organizational 
structure of the party in Quebec have 
had a measurable effect on the 
campaign. : 


The ascendency of the reform wing; 
clustered around Manpower Minister 
Jean Marchand, has irritated- both—the 
old guard and sone party members who 
felt they were the leaders: of the mew 
guard--before Mr. Marchand and Mr. 
Trudeau were elected in-1965. 

Until then Forestry Minister Maurice 


Trudeau _— it has taken second place_at_ last two ‘years:in.the= 


Sauve had been the most. publicized: 


teformer — although the late Guy 
Favreau was a major, if publicly 
unrecognized, force in cleaning up the 


old organization. 


Mr. Sauve was overshadowed by the 
arrival of Mr. Marchand, has since kept 
his distance from the Marchand group, 
and is now a supporter of Mr. Martin. 

The heaviest concentration of old 
guard men is among Mr. Hellyer’s 
Quebec support. One prominent old 
guartier, however, recently made a 
public declaration that he was not 
working for Mr. Hellyer. He said -that 
those who said he was were merely 
trying to damage Mr. Hellyer's 
reputation. 

The ‘aura that hangs around Mr. 
Hellyer’s Quebec team — is seen here as 
an obstacle to second choice support for 
him. Mr. Hellyer is. personally popular 
among delegates. But some of them are 
unwilling to risk helping the old guard 
back to power: : 

These factional rivalries appear to be 
the. chief source. of charges of arm- 
twisting made against Mr. -Marchand. 
Mr. Marchand has vehemently denied 
the complaints which have, in fact, been 
made by accusers. who insisted- on 
remaining anonymous. 

This reporter has been unable to: find 
a single delegate- who says he. was 
pressured to support Mr. Trudeau. One 
case of pressure, did turn up. But that 
was a delegate who had been for Mr, 
Trudeau but was. persuaded into sup- 
porting another candidate..The delegate, 
a@ municipal alderman, was told he would 


get no suppport in the next civie election 
unless he changed his commitment. 
Fear that Mr. Trudeau would be 
identified unfavorably in the public mind 
with Criminal Code reform on such 
issuse as abortion and homosexuality led 
some members of parliament early in 
the campaign to drop their support for 
him in favor of another candidate. _ 


Fading Issues 


This. tssue has appearéd to weigh 
more heavily among MP's, who must 
think first of public opinion in their own 
riding, than it has on the delegates. 
Abortion, particularly, has had lengthy 
discussion in the newspapers. But as a 
political issue in this campaign its 
importance appears to have faded. 

Economie development, particularly 
in backward regions, remains a major 
preoccupation among delegates. 

The fact that Mr. Trudeau is a 
French Canadian, and that Mr. Martin is 
at least as much French as English, is 
not often mentioned. It is considered 
important that both men are perfectly 
bilingual. But few delegates say. they 
favor either’man as ‘‘one of our own.” 
And” Mr. Hellyer has gained support 
through his ability to speak a French 
that puts his listener at ease. 

The -greatest impact of the language 
issue has been on the effectiveness of a 
candidate whose French is not. good 
enough to put his ideas across, or make 
himself or_his listeners comfortable, but 
not bad enough to make him just drop it 
and say what he means in English as 
Robert Winters does. _

Moreover ‘the President's. reluctance 
to meet Kennedy in head-on competition 
does not. inspire the party regulars to 
believe that he will play a strong.band in 
organizing the party against Kennedy. 
His speech indicated in fact that he 
wants to.go out as an elder statesman, 
beyond the. vicissitudes of faetional 
struggles. 

If the President does determine to 
pick his successor, he will find it difficult 
to regather the reins of party leadership 
because he has not held them tightly, as 
Mr. Truman. did.’ All the loyalties, 
contacts, and courtesies which bind the 
rank-and-file to their-leader.have been * 
diffused by Mr, Johnson's detachment. 

The President's influence may also be 
undercut, by ‘the Democrats’ drift away 
from position on Vietnam. The 
temptation will be increasingly’ strong to 
nominate-a peace candidate on a peace 
platform and leave it to Richard Nixon to 
uphold the cause of containing Commu- 
nism in Vietnam, 

If the mood moves in this direction, 
the President might pull away from his 
party as it pulled away from -him. He 
has made ‘no secret of. his great 
admiration for-Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
and if the Republicans sfiduld’ nominate 
him as their best hope against Kennedy, 
Mr. Johnson would face a temptation to . 
repudiate the insurgents ‘who had 
snatched the party from his hands:

The second two, - Truman 
and Lyndon Johnson, did win 
one mandate on. their own 
after moving up from the Vice- 
presidency. 

The assassination of Lincoln 
by John Wilkes Booth brought 
Andrew Johnson to the high- 
est office in the land. -The 
progressive deterioration of 
relations between Congress 
and the president as - they 
sought by conflicting means to 
reweave the South into the 
fabric of the Union, ended 
with the presidént in the dock 
befpre the Senate, accused of 
a wide range ‘of mis- 
demeanors.

The verdict of history. is 
that- the--misdemeanors, the 
offences against the Constitu- 


tion, were om the part of 
Congress, and not of the 
president. Andrew Johnson's 


offence was a political and not 
a constitutional one. He 
wished to go in one direction 
while the Congress and the 
people wished to go in an- 
other. ee 
Although he had ‘been Lin- 
coln’s running mate in the 
1864 wartime election, he was 
_.a Democrat and not a Repub- 
lican. In the 1868 post-im- 
peachment election, the 
acquitted Johnson was~ not 
considered as a candidate by 
either party.

history, he was elected to the 
Senate a few years later: 

The “essissmation of” Gar- 
field: by Charles’ J. Guiteau 
brought Chester Arthur to the 
presidency in 1881, The pro- 
gressive deterioration of rela- 
tions between the president 
and his party denied him re- 
nomination in 1884.

He had been one of the 
main dispensers of patronage 
in New York for the Republi- 
ean Party.

The death of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt brought Harry Tru- 
man to the White House. He 
secured:a term for’ himself in 
his surprise defeat of Thomas 
E. Dewey. in. 1948. He had 
taken the nation through the 
last day’ of the war and into 
the cold war, and had made 
some of the most difficult 
decisions which any American 
president had*ever been called 
upon to make. 

But by 1952 he was bogged 
down, in Korea and unable to 
provide effective leadership in 
a counter-offensive against 
the misanthropic, witch-huht- 
ing Senator Joseph-MeCarthy 
at home. The feeling was 
growing in America that it 
would take a new president, 
uncommitted to existing ~ poli- 
cies, to end the war in Korea, 
and to establish dignity and 
perspective at home. 

When the move -began to 
draft General Eisenhower as 
the Republican candidate, and 
there appeared to be wide- 
spread support for this, Presi- 
dent Truman made his an- 


nouncement not to run, and 
set to work to secure the 
Democratic’ nomination for 
Adlai Stevenson.

Last week the first hummingbirds arrived 
from the south, well within the period in 
which they are normally expected.

There were no open tears 
among his supporters who 
jammed the room because 
Sharp has moved few Liberal 
hearts during his political 
career.

NEW DELHI — When 
the huge United Nations 
trade conference began 
two months ago, no real- 
istic observer’ expected 
much from it. But the 
performance staged here, 
a -kind. of international 
theatre of the absurd, 
surpassed even the most 
pessimistic projections. 

For eight weeks, 1,600 offie- 
ials from 130 sovereign states 
have been wrangling with 
talmudic intensity over 
superbly irrelevant questions. 

They have been debating 
whether a toothless proposal 
for foreign aid should urge the 
rich to give one per cent of 
their gross national product or 
one per cent of their net 
national income: They have 
been arguing whether _non- 
existent buffer stocks for hon- 
existent commodity a gre e- 
ments should be~financed by 
private or public capital. 

At best, this second United 
Nations Conference on Trade 
and Development (UNCTAD), 
called to help narrow the gap 
between rich and poor, could 
have moved in only. one 
limited area. It might have 
given some stimulus to a 
fresh notion, a rewriting or 
world trading rules to fix 
special Cutrate tariffs for the 
products of the poor. 

In -the event,’ the poor 
countries preferred rhetoric 
for substance and the scheme 
of tariff preferences’ is now 
further from ‘being realized 
than ever. 


Less Concern 


Why did the millions of 
words- and -the 55 tons of 
documents produce so little? 
There is a private consensus 
in all camps that one factor 
above all -accounts for “the 
dismal failure here: help for 
the developing southern 
hemisphere has become a 
decreasing concern of the 
rich, capitalist West and the 
comfortably placed, Commun- 
ist East.

Not Working 


There is a disbelief that 
help from the rich will 
materially alter affairs in’ the 
south. Most of all, there is a 
‘Calvinistic conviction that the 
poor are not working hard 
enough to help themselves. (A 
Soviet friend remarks, ‘Forty 
years ago, we were as 
backward as some of them, 
but we worked and Sacrificed; 
they do neither.’’} 


Rationalization or no, the 
north feels less and less of a 
moral claim from the south. 
Just as important, the rivalry 
for allegiance among the poor 
has been diminished. Both the 
United. States and the Soviet 
Union have put limits on the 
price they will pay for dubious 
allies and both are increas- 
ingly Jess concerned about 
competition from an intern- 
ally torn China. 

More than once’ at ‘the 
conference here, American 
and Russian officials quietly 
met together to delete some 
offensive. language from a 
resolution or block some 
parliamentary manoeuvre by 
the poor. 

To -be sure, there were 
other reasons for the failure 
at Delhi. UNCTAD is a 
clumsy body, badly designed 
to -do serious work. Its 
members take positions only 
as members of groups — as 
Asians, Latin Americans,

Holding the conference in 
India did not improve the slim 
chance .. for —useful.— results. 
Delegates saw. on their arrival 
at Bombay the ‘stunning 
luxury high-rise apartments 
built by tax-dodging specula- 
tors and’the fetid..hovels of 
squatters. 

They wrestled daily with the 
slovenliness. of Indian life. 
They experienced the national 
lack of fellow-feeling every 
time they rode in a car, They 
read each morning of clashes 
between Hindus and Moslems, 
of corrupt. state’ governments 
collapsing, or violence from 
Kerala to Assam. 


The second UNCTAD may 


well be a watershed in rela- 
tions between north and south. 
It could mark the point at 
which the poor decided they 
had-better rely. on themselves 
for development and look- for 
little from ‘the rich. 

During the conference, the 
West announced that it had 
finally agreed on more money 
for the World Bank's Inter- 
national Development Asso¢i- 
ation (IDA). But this” could 
also. be “the, last 
collaborative aid effort for a 
long time to come, 


Individual Aid 


The bitterness and frustra- 
tion-here will have its effects 
on ‘individual aid programs 
too. The American embassy in 
New Delhi, a warm supporter 
of help to India, is deeply 
disturbed over the -UNCTAD 
showing. 

UNCTAD was created by 
the poor over the opposition of 


. the rich to bring pressure on 


the wealthy. It will survive 
the debacle here — bureau- 
cracies die. hard — arid there 
is even some chance that its 
techniques may_be reformed. 

But its ability to influence 
the policies of the more or 
less affluent north have been 
seriously compromised by the 
wordy and futile eight weeks 
in New Delhi.

Urged for Forests 


The provincial: government should spend $12.5 million 
over the ‘coming five years for reforestation to catch up on 
the backlog ef—unprodtietive—tand—the—tegistative forestry 
committee said Wednesday. 

It filed. a report in the legislature commending the 
government's. $579,000 increase in the current estimates 
raising the. total for replanting timber land to $1.5 million. 

However, the committee said it had to “‘point out that in 
“order to catch up on the backlog of unproductive acres it will 
be necessary to increase this (expenditure) each year by the 
Same amount for five years, 

“The extra revenues and benefits tothe economy. in 
future years will more than warrant the expenditures.” 

In an obvious reference to last summer’s Sproat Lake 
fire, blamed on highway construction crews, the committee 
also recommended that all forest users should be governed by 


forest_service regulations ‘‘whether they be recreation, 
mining, B.C. H¥dro, highways, the forest. industry or any 
other, and have avdilable during the fire’ season some 
emergency fire fighting equipment.” 

The report said there is a-—division of opinion within 
government and the forest industry about the merits of slash 
burning and it recommended a special study be undertaken to 
produce a-report for next session,

A.shallow coldframe is a great help if a 
quantity is involved, but for small numbers a 
three-inch-deep flat or a few four-inch clay 
pots can be used. Half-fill the container with 
a mixture of sand and screened compost, and 
top off to the brim with another mix’of sand 
and-peatmoss or the new seaforest. 

Press down gently with a flat block of 
wood. Insert the short cuttings into the 
medium, and after thoroughly moistening the 
whole box and its contents, arrange a tent of 
plastic over it to keep in the moisture, but 
with sufficient airspace to. prevent mildew. 

A sunny. window: will be warm enough, 
and if necessary a temporary shade can be 
erected against hot sun. 

A ‘small potfull of cuttings can be covered 
with a glass sealer or a plastic bag until 
rooted. 

Under a jar, ventilation once daily will ‘be 
needed, and perhaps spraying with tepid 
water will be required_in a flat if the weather 
is really hot. ; 

From April on, rooting—of-these~-easy 
plants will take about 10 to 14 days.
